COMMENTS FROM THE 6H 

I am startino to see signs that I am GHing more games 
than I can handle. It's even more frustrating that I used to 
easily handle 8 or more games at once, Three tiies now in 
the past three months I have misplaced orders and not 
discovered them until it was too late to correct the error. 
There is really no excuse for that. Luckily an NMR resulted 
only one time, but the damaqe was done. But the warninq 
signs are there and I want to let the games I have wind 
down. In a few months I'll decide if I want to start any 
more games. Frankly, right now my United Hockey games excite 
me more than Diplomacy. 

There are still some questions about the sub balances. 
The amount shown on the label is the amount of money I have 
on hand from you. The cost of the issue is deducted on the 
label, so you have both the old balance and new balance 
there. I have decided to charge the same for international 
subs as domestic, but I will send 2 issues to Europeans 
every other month. 

I would like to drastically change the way NMRs are han- 
dled. I'd like to adopt the policy suggested by Mark Berch 
called "War by Automatic Pilot.'

These 
rookies do not count, against the three rookie limit.

Hhy not allow 
players to desiqnate Power-play specialists (PP)'and 
Penalty-killers (PK) on their rosters, with each category 
being mutually exclusive , to encourage roster "depth 8 ." (PPs 
must consist of 3 FHs and 2 DFs, PKs of 2 FHs and 2 DFs.) 
The total of PP vs PK cab be compared each time there is a 
penalty,,, adding the throw of a six-sided dice to PP and 
the throw of a four-sided die to PK, ■ 

ROOKIES: The draft is described above. The rules for 
rookie goal tenders has been loosened, since everyonp need 5 ; a 
new goalie sometime. 

There are also a few formula changes, I decided not to 
implements the ideas on injuries and'two qoaltenders. 
If you know of anyone who miqht be interested in 
joining, let me know. The new season will begin on December 
5, and people may join until January 9, 1938 as long as 
spots are open. 

This issue is finally done! Hopefully someday I will 
learn to type most of it before the Dip deadlines!
